A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Soejima et al. 
(U.S 2002/0019882), hereinafter referred to as Soejima. 

Regarding claim 1, Soejima disclosed an apparatus, comprising: 
A switch core (Figure 3, switch fabric 50) having a first channel (Figure 3, box 
48#1; Figure 7, output 63 from packet access register) that can receive a logical input 
flow from each of a plurality of input pods, said switch core (Figure 3, switch fabric 50) 
having a second channel (Figure 3, box 48#1; Figure 7 ? output 63 from intermediate 
data) that can receive a raw input flow from each of said plurality of input ports, wherein 
each logical input flow is carried by its corresponding raw input flow (Paragraphs 53, 
lines 6-21 & paragraph 54, lines 25-31).
